"Personally I havo nothing against

never forgive, and if the local men 
all feel as I Jo they will not forget 
the Injustice done them.

"When the question -came to a vote

Today a Small Fishing Community, 


Newcastle Has In the Past Played 
an Important Part in the Nation's 
Life. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


If you say to some people that New- 


castle. N. H.. Is a place of historic as- 
sociation, that once played an Import- 
»nt part In the life of the nation, they 
laugh ot you because the place Is so 
small. 
That compact little fishing 


community is ludicrously diminutive 
•with our present standard of national 
expansion, but, doubtless, tho very 
qualntnrss and 
charm 
which 
con- 


stantly nttract visitors from the big 
rushing world Is a survival of the 
past, or better still, wo like to think 
the little town hns yet the simple and 
wholesome life which mode It once 
a stronghold of free government. 


As a military outpost the tiny town 


of Newcastle has always played a part 
In both colonial and national Inter- j 
sests. Doubtless that Is the source of 
Its name, for not only Is the Island I 
girt about with a rockboiiud Shore and j 
buttressed Into the sea as If built by 
nature an a fortress, but H has nearly 
always been surmounted by a walled 
fortification of some kind, which is a 


of its picturesque features. 


There was early bullt-"an earthwork

But only the season prior every one 
bad looked upon the place- just as a 
melancholy ruin, and old residents 
would tell the story of Its ancient 
liulldlng In the time of William and 
Alary- The names of those sovereigns 
were then associated with It. but the 
vicissitudes of Ito history have each 
given It a different title.

•when rebuilt In 1808 the name was 
•tain changed to Constitution.

From its exposed situation'-at tho 


' mouth of the Plscataqua, Newcastle 


•as always been not only n place of 
danger from attack by hostile armies, 
but to mariners at every season Its 
shoals are to be dreaded. Sailing par- 
ties know how easily the squalls come 
upln this vicinity, and dread the ap- 
proach. And yet for years the Islands 
had no lighthouse. At last the Fort 
Point lighthouse* was Installed, an In- 
ner light for Portsmouth harbor. 


It was during, the administration of 


Oov. John Wentworth that the first 
one was built. In 1771. Before that a 
lantern hung from the flagstaff of the 
fort was the only beacon for sailors. 
When tho governor. In' his most elo- 
quent phrases, appealed to the assem- 
bly, there was talk of "squandering 
the people's money." but the governor 
built the lighthouse and the assembly 
afterward paid for It. 
The wooden 


Colossus at that time was 90 feet in 
height, so tnat It became confused 
•with the Wholesback, so It was short- 
ened CO feet and later. In 1879, dis- 
placed by the present Iron tower. 


Martello tower, west of the fort and 


lighthouse, is the mo?t picturesque ob- 
ject in Newcastle. Built on a ridge of 
high ledge. It Is a favorite object for 
artists to paint. It Is said to havo 
been constructed In a single night by 
citizens and 
soldiers together, who 


•were hourly fearing an attack of tho 
British, but romantic persons are apt 
to weave legends about so flne an old 
ruin. 


Hardly less antique In its historic 


associations than the fortress Itself Is 
the old Jaffrey house, which, though 
somewhat remodeled, hns yet In Its 
structure great timbers like a ship, 
BO it may stand the wear and tear ot 
two or three more centuries. 


It was built previous to 1680, though

The brave historians of Newcastle 


ascribe to the life of this tiny hamlet 


Turn of Crooked Lane, 


three distinct periods, two of which 
are Included as the rlso and fall. In- 
dicated by Its historical association, 
and the third period of present pros- 
perity comes to it ns one of the thriv- 
ing summer resorts of the New Eng- 
land coast. It Is a quaint souvenir of 
the former dignities of tho Island that 
the lordly hostelry which has grown 
up hero slnco colonial times should 
bear the name of the colonial governor 
whom Longfellow has happily Immor- 
talized In Lady Wentworth. 


The favorite diversions of a sum- 


mer's day for visitors nt Newcastle 
arc sailing and deep sea llshlng, and 
there is n great fascination in follow- 
ing this pastime of the ancient resi- 
dents. Like the other seafaring com- 
munities at Salem and Marblchcad, 
Newcastle still adheres to its mari- 
time interests, but where once this 
life took these men quite round the 
world, it lends them nowadays only to 
the distant northeast haunts of cod 
and mackerel, so that their lives have 
become yet more remote and solitary. 


Most ,of these towns have In conse- 


quence degenerated, but not so New- 
castle. Tho very Isolation of this Is- 
land home, with Its spirit of political 
Independence and sturdy resourceful- 
ness, appears to havo kept their lives 
pure and wholesome. 
They are still 


a primitive people, but the historic as- 
sociations they can boast are not dark- 
ened by a single crime.
